‘To attract, you must first be 
attractive’. 

‘It is this year’s most im- 
pressive demonstration of how 
good planning and efficient 
local administration can be 
made to pay big dividends’ the 
article said, It is, of course 
talking about the decision of 
AvcO to locate in Wilmington. 
The story, which also took up 
a good part of page 12 of the 
Providence Journal, stated 
that Wilmington’ despite its 
growth, still retains many of 
the characteristics for which 
New England small towns were 
justly famous 50 years ago. 
Wide, tree shaded streets, 
fine old houses, create the 
impression that there is still 
both room and time in Wilming- 
ton for the good life.’ 

‘But Wilmington, like many 
other communities, is feeling 
the pressure of population 
growth and increased hi hway 
traffic throughout Metropoli- 
tan Boston - Hence the deci- 
sion to plan for and to wel- 
come suitable industrial es- 
tablishments. 

A long record of accomplish- 
ments was listed, accomplish- 
ments which are familiar to 
practically every resident of 
Wilmington, and the article 
stated that Wilmington, ‘is a 
town that knows where it is 
going,’

Included in the story was a 
picture of Joseph Courtney, 
Town Mafager, with one of the 
new colored zoning maps of 
Wilmington, just printed. for 
some reason, Mr Courtney's 
face was slightly distorted in 
the printing, making his face 
longer than usual. He presents 
a lubri gous picture, as he 
points at the map, An imagina- 
tive person would say that it 
is a photograph of a man who 
has just confessed to hiding 
one billion dollars, and point 
ing to where it was hidden,
